Sir, — I wish. to point out 
that according to section 17(2) 
of the Tel Aviv (Water Sup- 
ply) Bye-Laws 1948 published 
in Palestine Gazette No ’1655 
of March 25, 1948 (Supplement 
2). “The water charge and 
other fees or charges shall be 
determined by resolution of 
the Council, with the approval 
of the District Commissioner 
and may be altered from time 
to. time in the like manner 
and with the like approval.” 

It appears that Mr. Meyer 
feels that the water charge 
paid by househélders for do- 
mestic use -should cover the 
use of water for motor ve- 
hicles. 

By section 2 of the bye-laws 
“domestic use” means “human 
consumption, household wash- 
ing. flushing and cleaning any 
dwelling house whether or not 
taps zre installed therein, and 
does“not linclude a supply’ of 
water for washing vehicles.” 

The item to which your cor- 
respondent refers is a charge 
payable by all car-owners in 
the Municipal area and it 
obvious that the majority of 
car-owners use extra water 
both for washing their vehicles 
and for cooling the engine. 
This is a non-domestic’ use 
end justifies the additional 
charge. It is not “double tax- 
ation for one service.”’ 

May I add that in Engiand 
the Corporation of Leeds levied 
& special water rate on motor 
vehicle owners and the validi- 
ty of this rate was upheld in 
High Court.
